I  was  glad  when  they  said  unto  me,  Let  ui  go  into  the  hoiuo 

of  the  Lord."— rsALM  c.\.xii:  1. 

The  blessed  and  pious  Psalmisl  had  drunk  co¬ 
piously  from  the  river  of  God’s  goodness,  and 
tasted  the  broad  streams  of  salvation,  as  they  is- 
sned  from  the  ihrcnc  of  the  Most  High.  He  ex¬ 
perienced  the  all-subdulsg  and  redeeming  influ¬ 
ence  of  Heaven’s  impartial  love,  and  above  all, 
the  e-xquisite  joys  of  an  unwavering  trust  in,  and 
worship  of,  the  only  true  God.  Devotion’s  humi¬ 
liating  power,  was  felt  in  all  its  charms.  It 
sweetened  the  toils  of  life,  and  poured  a  healing 
balm  into  adversity’s  bitter  cup.  With  it,  while 
in  the  bouse  of  God,  where  is  the  worshipping 
soul’s  ricliest  feast,  he  could  hold  sweet  communion 
with  his  Maker.  Therefore,  when  there  came 
up  a  voice  in  earnestness  and  humility  from  those 
who  were  once  his  bitter  enemies,  saying,  ‘‘  Let 
us  go  into  the  house  of  the  Lord,”  well  might  Da¬ 
vid  respond  at  this  saying,  in  the  holy  triumph  of 
soul,  “I  WAS  GLAD.”  He  was  not  only  glad, 
because  tliv'ir  enmity  had  ceased  to  rage,  and 
they  had  given  evidetice  of  a  sincere  desire  to  wor¬ 
ship  the  Lord,  but  because,  by  living  pious  and  j 
devotional  lives,  and  serving  God  in  his  sanctuary,  j 
they  would  experience  joys  far  transcending  even  i 
the  highest  hopes  and  joys,  to  which  the  habitual 
transgressor  is  a  stranger.  These  considerations  j 
are  enough  to  make  the  heart  of  the  righteous 
glad.  And  these  will  now  fill  us  with  gladness, 
if  our  r.t<  ral  cliaraetor  bears  an  assimilation  toihal 
of  David.  Wlia»  jiroduced  gladness  in  him,  will 
also  produce  gladness  in  us.  Therefore  we  state, 

1.  That  it  will  produce  gladness  in  us  to  see  en- 1 
mity  subdued,  auii  Christian  love  prevail.  When  i 
we  look  around  nmong  our  fellow-beings,  and  seej 
what  enmi^  exists,  w  hat  cries,  and  wretchedness,  j 
and  carnage,  and  cruelly  have  tliereby  been! 
caused,  wlial  gladness  will  swell  our  bosoms  on  j 
seeing  this  cmiiiiy  subdued,  and  hearing  those ! 
who  had  cherished  it  saying,  in  penitential  tears,  j 
“  Come,  let  us  go  itiio  the  houseof  the  Lord,”  acd 
there  *•  wc  will  jray  our  vows  to  the  Most  High.”  j 
Such  a  change  we  most  devoutly  wish  for.  |

It  is  an  end  whieli  hciievolence,  cr  the  law'  of  love,  i 
sanctions,  and  which  gives  every  well-wisher ' 
gladness  of  heart.  .\nd  if  so,  what  must  be  the  j 
degree  of  giadii°ss  resulting  from  this  prospective! 
view  of  n  universal  change  from  this  slate  of  en¬ 
mity  to  ceaseless  love — a  change  in  all  the  rebel¬ 
lious  children  of  humanity,  from  rebellion  to  obe¬ 
dience!  Gladness  unspeakable — gladness  which 
can  not  otherwise  than  be  felt  by  those  who  view, 
with  steadfast  confidence,  this  happy,  this  desira¬ 
ble  end.  So,  by  parity  of  reasoning,  one  tiiight 
say  how  unspeakably  wretebed  and  forlorn  must 
tht*8e  be  who  do  not  view  this  end  believing,  but 
View  enmity  as  existing  immortally,  or  a.s  long  as 
God  exists,  and  increasing  ia  malignity  while 
eternity’s  undying  ages  roll  on.  This  latter  view 
must  cause  us  much  dissatisfaction  and  sadness, 
M  the  former  does  satisfaction  and  gladness. 
Therelore, 

2.  We  state  that  those  who  hear  the  truth  taught 
m  the  house  of  the  Lord,  may  go  therein  with 
gladness.  Hence,  ni,  opening  this  bouse  for  the 


I  regular  ministration  of  the  word  of  life  and  salva- 
!  ticn,  and  the  worship  of  God,  we  might,  while 
I  viewing  people  coming  up  hither,  adopt  the  lan- 
'  gitage  and  sentiment  of  the  text,  ”  I  was  glad 
I  when  they  said  unto  me,  we  will  go  into  the  house 
j  of  the  Lord.”  But  evidently  wecould  not  be  glad 
I  to  see  them  coming  up  hither,  unless  they  were  to 
j  hear  the  truth  of  God  spoken  to  them.  For  the 
!  truth  of  Gotl  is  valuable  ;  it  is  weighty,  powerful, 
i  comforting,  and  liberating  to  the  enslaved  mind, 
j  Therefore  we  say  it  gives  us  gladness  to  see  our 
I  friends  and  neighbors  coming  into  the  houseof  the 
j  Lord,  to  hear  what  we  conscientiously  teach  as 
I  truth.  But  as  people  dilTcr  in  sentiment,  and  are 
I  not  all  agreed  as  to  what  is  the  truth,  it  may  be 
necessary  Ibr  us  to  state  those  things  which  we 
!  consider  true,  and  which  are  the  best  calculated  to 
give  those  who  hear,  gladness  of  heart. 

Correct  view-s  of  God,  and  of  man’s  duty  and 
destiny,  alone  con  give  the  heart  peace.  A  con¬ 
gregation  of  worshippers  will  be  glad  to  hear  that 
Being  whom  they  are  invited  to  serve  and  adore, 

I  represented  as  a  kind  and  loving  father,  who  is 
ever  ready  to  do  the  utmost  good  to  his  children. 
For  then  they  will  be  powerfully  constrained  to 
serve  him,  believing  that  he  imposes  upon  them 
;  no  duties  but  such  as  are  pleasing,  and  requires 
'  no  work  at  their  hands,  but  that  which  isreasona- 
I  ble  and  just.  To  them,  the  name  of  father  is 
;  the  most  endearing  of  all.  Around  it  clusters  every 
thing  lovely  and  attractive.  With  il  is  associated 
;  every  thing  in  character,  kind;  every  thing  in 
purpose,  wise;  every  thing  in  action,  good  ;  every 
,  thing  in  promise,  faithful  and  true.  So  that  while 
assembled  in  the  houseof  the  liord,  to  worship 
God,  if  the  conviction  that  God  is  their  father, 

:  sinks  deep  into  their  hearts,  they  have  every  thing  | 
I  to  completely  satisfy  their  inquiring  minds  con- 
j  cerriing  him,  and  lo  render  their  worship  of  him 
I  unspeakably  pleasing.  But  let  the  same  be 
I  taught,  yea,  let  them  be  realliy  convinced,  that  the 
object  of  their  worship  is  not  their  father,  and  that 
there  is  not  that  lender  regard,  tliai  readiness  to 
i  provide,  that  kindiiCss  and  j'arcntal  affection  for 
I  iiis  children,  lltat  attachment  lolhem  and  relation¬ 
ship  which  are  iinplied  and  included  in  the  word 
FATHER,  and  with  what  apathy,  coldness,  indiffer¬ 
ence,  or  reluctance,  will  they  attempt  to  perform 
the  religious  service  of  worshippiog  him!  There 
could  be  no  filial  or  heartfelt  love  to  warm  and 
cheer  their  spirits,  or  draw' out  their  devotions,  and 
cause  them  consiantly  to  ascend  to  God,  pure  and 
acceptable.  Where  this  love  is  wanting,  true  ser¬ 
vice  is  wanting.  In  view  of  these  facts,  can  it  be 
said  we  are  glad  to  hear  them  say,  ”  Let  us  go 
into  the  house  of  the  Lord,”  while  in  possession  of 
I  such  views  and  feelings?  We  can  not  be  glad, 

I  because  we  believe  they  can  not  be,  with  such 
views  against  God’s  sustaining  the  relationship  ol’ 
father,  and  with  such  feelings  towards  him  cr/iise- 
(jueni  upon  those  views.  But  it  will  give  us  a 
thrill  of  joy  to  hear  them  irronounce  “Let  us  go  I 
;  into  the  liouse  of  the  Lord,”  if  they  go  to  mingle  | 
,  their  devotion  with  the  spirit  of  God  as  their  father, ! 
I  believing  that  he  cherishes  towards  iheio  a  paren- 
j  lal  affection  which  uo  circumstance  can  avert,  or 
j  consiileralion  weaken.  With  what  delight  may 
We  view  the  moving  towards  the  earthly  temple 
i  of  our  Father  and  our  God.  Fur  meihinks  1  can 
i  hear  them  saying,  with  e.mpliasis,  while  possessed 
I  of  such  views,  "We  will  enter  into  his  gales  with 
j  ihariksgiving,  arid  into  his  courts  with  praise  ;  we 
I  will  be  thankful  utiiu  him,  and  biess  his  name.” 
i  For  with  such  views  of  his  character,  and  such 
I  alone,  they  w  ill  feel  the  spirit  of  thanksgiving  and 
i  prnise  rising  and  filling  their  hearts,  aixl  be  con¬ 


strained  to  bless  his  holy  name.  Therefore  we 
may  individually  say,  in  the  language  of  the  text, 
"  1  was  glad  when  they  said  unto  me,  let  us  go 
into  the  house  of  the  Lord.”  Again  :  if  they  were 
to  be  taught  in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  believe, 
that  notwithstanding  God  is  their  father,  yet  he  is 
sometimes  indescribably  malignant,  and  some¬ 
times  affectionately  kind  towards  them,  how,  I  ask, 
can  we  be  glad  to  hear  them  say,  “  Let  us  go  into 
the  house  of  the  Lord  ?”  Will  gladness  arise  from 
an  expectation  that  such  teaching  and  belief  will 
make  them  better  and  happier — more  devoted  to 
the  service  of  Gtnl,  and  more  benevolent  towards 
their  fellow’-men  ?  No— gladness  can  never  arise 
from  such  a  source  as  this.  As  well  might  a 
fountain  send  forth  both  sweet  water  and  bitter. 

Look  to  the  case  of  tlie  miserable  aird  filthy 
prodigal;  and  ask  yourselves  whether  he  would 
have  said,  “  I  will  arise  ami  go  to  my  father,”  if 
he  believed  his  father  was  an  inexorable  tyran', 
foaming  and  raving  with  madness  because  he  had 
been  vicious  and  prodigal  ?  No — he  would  have 
contemned  the  idea  of  returning  to  such  a  father, 
if  father  hi  might  be  called.  He  w'ould  have 
chosen  rather  to  have  died  in  the  deepest  degrada¬ 
tion,  in  filth  and  in  tags — and  so  would  I,  espe¬ 
cially  if  I  believed  he  had  determined,  in  his  owu 
malignity,  to  place  me  in  an  infinitely  worse  state 
than  that  w'hich  I  already  occupied.  I  could 
have  no  inducement  to  return  to  him,  or  call  upon 
him  as  my  father.  I  could  feel  voencouragemfnt 
to  do  so,  only  from  the  consideration  that  bis  affec¬ 
tion  for  me  as  his  child,  remains  unchanged,  and 
that  he  possesses  a  disposition,  a  power,  and  a  full 
determination  to  make  better,  instead  of  worse,  my 
condition.  From  the  well  known  characterof  his 
father,  ibe  prodigal  knew  that  be  should  be  receiv¬ 
ed  ^yilll  affection.  He  had  nourished  and  pro¬ 
tected  him  in  his  infantile  weakness;  he  had  fed 
and  clothed  him ;  he  had  sheltered  him  under  bis 
paternal  rosf,  and  watched  over  him  with  a  fath¬ 
er’s  care;  in  fine,  he  had  been  invariably  kind  to 
him,  and  done  every  thing  in  his  [lower  for  him, 
according  lo  the  strict  promptings  of  a  father’s  ten- 
Jerest  affection  ;  and  now,  the  unhappy  psodigal 
recalls  these  things  fresh  to  mind,  and  as  a  natural 
and  necessary  consequence^  feels  the  •solemn  re¬ 
solve  agitating  his  anxious  breast,  "I  will  arise, 
and  go  to  my  father.”  What  powerful  motive 
was  here  held  up  to  niitid  !  What  persuasive  in¬ 
fluence  was  here  fell !  What  communion  of  spi¬ 
rit  with  the  facts  in  view  1  Had  this  son,  during 
his  absence  fiom  home,  been  earnestly  told  by 
certain  messengers,  whose  veracity  and  sincerity 
be  had  no  reason  to  dispute,  that  his  father  had, 
since  his  absetice,  become  dreadfully  incensed 
agaiiist  him,  on  account  of  his  prodigality  and  dis¬ 
obedience;  that  he  was  constantly  pouting  in  rigid 
'  sullcnness,  uttering  the  most  astounding  imprcca- 
'  lions,  and  horrid  dcnuuciatitms against  him,  ihreat- 
lleningto  make  him  as  much  more  wretched  than 
||  his  poverty  and  disobedience  had  made  him,  as 
I  lay  in  his  power — I  ask,  in  all  earnestness  of  soul, 
!|  whether  the  son  would  have  said  to  the  messen- 
!  gera,  "I  will  arise  and  goto  my  father”?  All 
I  hearts  would  respond,  emphatically,  "No!"  The 
message  delivered  to  hint,  would  have  alienated 
his  affectioti  from  h  s  father,  and  hardened  him  in 
his  rebellion.  These  facts  are  self-evident,  and 
will  be  admitted  by  nil.

Though  many  of  the  children,  heirs  of  pi'omise, 
mav,  during  their  minority — their  ignorance  andj 
unbelief — be  “under  tutors  and  governors  until  j 
the  time  appointed  of  the  Father” — may  difl'erj 
nothing  from  servants,  being  “in  bondage  under!

These  positions  being  lucontrover- 
tibly  established,  both  by  revelation  and  reason,  j 
no  other  legitimate  conclusion  can  follow  than  I 
this,  tlml  God  will  eternally  seek  the  final  and 
best  good  of  his  children  uuiversnlly,  and  of  course, 
will  render  all  men  ultimately  holy  a.sd  happy.

Godis 
necessarily  immutable,  because  of  bis  self-exis¬ 
tence  and  absolute  perfections.  No  cause  can 


ever  ojierate  to  produce  a  change  in  him  whfi  if 
uncaused,  independent,  and  infinite  in  all  hia  at¬ 
tributes.  Is  God  now  omniscient  1  he  will  eter¬ 
nally  remain  omniscient  ?  (s  he  now  infinite  in 
benevolence  ?  he  will  endlessly  remain  the  same 
to  every  being  he  has  ever  created.

Did  we  suppose 
GimI  were  liable  to  change,  however  lovely,  amia¬ 
ble,  and  perfect  his  character  might  now  appear, 
we  could  have  no  ground  of  rational  and  lasting 
confidence  in  him.  Did  we  think  him  capable  of 
loving  to-day  and  hating  to-morrow,  or  turning  to 
be  the  enemy  hereafter  of  those  he  is  now  friend¬ 
ly  to.  we  should  sink  in  despair,  and  tremble  at 
the  very  thought  of  GikI.  But  now  we  know  that, 
whatever  changes  man  may  experience,  either  in 
feelings  or  conditio;),  God  can  never  experience 
the  slightest  change  cither  in  affections,  will,  or 
purpose.  No  vicissitudes,  no  events  of  lime  or 
eternity,  can  ever  .irtect  him.  As  all  his  perfec¬ 
tions  are  nowin  fiivur  of  the  ultimate  holiness  and 
hapfiiness  of  all  mankind,  so  they  eternally  and 
unaitertibly  will  remain  in  favorof  it.  As  he  now 
wills  the  salvation  of  all,  and  is  in  one  mind,  and 
none  can  turn  him.  Ids  will  can  never  be  changed. 
“Not  one  of  the  stakes  thereof  shall  ever  be  re¬ 
moved,  neither  sliall  any  cf  the  cords  thereof  be 
broken — for  the  Lord  is  our  Judge,  the  Lord  is 
our  Lawgiver,  the  Lord  is  oar  King;  he  will 
save  us.”
